The Cable Announcement.

WRECK CLEVERLY HANDLED. 

Naval Architects Interested in Feat 
Just Accomplished on the Tyne. . 

London, April 12.— The British 
steamer Milwaukee, or Liverpool, which 
on a voyage from N'ewcastle-on-Tyne for 
New Orleans went ashore on September 
lti last at Port Errell, nine miles south 
of Peterhead, was re-launched on the 
Tyne to-day. 

The feat of saving half the steamer 
and rebuilding the missing portion is re- 
garded as remarkable and has aroused 
the greatest interest among naval archi- 
tects. The afterpart of the Milwaukee 
was raised by the Liverpool Salvage 
Association nnd towed safely to the 
Albert Edward dock on October f> last. 

She was a vessel of 4,775 tons net, was 
badly damaged in No. 2 hold, and had 
her bottom crushed In just under the 
fore part of the bridge. Rock pro- 
truded through the bottom of the hold 
for 150 feet. Her position was extremely 
difficult, and the working of the wreck- 
ing and repairing called for the greatest 
ingenuity.

Berlin, April 12.— An ollieial despatch, 
from Apia, dated April 5, says: 

'• The British have been bombarding a. 
Samoan village da'ly, and the adherents 
of both Tanus and Mataafa are plunder- 
ing foreign property: 

" On April 1 an Anglo-American land- 
ing party of 70 men fell into an ambus- 
cade near Vailale. Three officers were 
killed and two light guns were captured. 
The warships afterwards renewed the 
bombardment." 

The officials here point out that the 
engagement appears to have occurred nt 
the same place that a landing party from 
the German warships Olga, Eber and 
Ader had an encounter with the natives 
in 1SSS. 

Serious for Germany. 

London, April 12.— The outbreak in 
Samoa just when the powers had agreed 
upuu the appointment of a commission 
to settle the difficulties there has caused 
great annoyance and disappointment at. 
the foreign ottice here, where it ia re- 
garded as making the already serious 
complications still graver. While they 
have difficulty, in expressing a definite 
opinion upon the fresh developments, the 
foreign ollice otiicials think it has been 
manifested that there has been hasty 
and aggressive action upon the part of 
Herr Rose, the German consul, although 
he may have many technical reasons for 
the part played in behalf of German in- 
terests. It is asserted that he has been 
the prime cause of the fresh outbreak, 
which will necessarily greatly embarrass 
the endeavors which the three powers 
are making to restore ti satisfactory and 
amicable state of affairs. The foreign 
ollice officials appear to think tluit it 
was obviously the duly of the three con- 
suls to uphold the decision of the 
supreme court, which, according to the 
telegrams received decided to reinstate 
Tanus iu place of the provisional govern- 
ment, and that the action of Herr Rose 
in issuing a counter proclamation sup- 
porting the rebellious faction could not 
but have n disastrous effect, as shown 
by the lighting described iu to-day's 
despatch- 
Further the otiicials of the foreign otrice 
think it impossible to say to a certainty 
how events will develop, but they are of 
opinion that it is high time the commis- 
sioners should get to work, to settle once 
for all the disturbed state of affairs 
which have arisen in Samoa. 

The despatch to the Britisli admiralty 
from Apia, after giving the list of killed 
and wounded, adds: "The British and 
American authorities used their utmost 
endeavors, previous to the fighting, to- 
reach a peaceful settlement." 

For a Reckoning. 

Sydney, N. S. W., April 12.— The Brit- 
ish cruiser Wallaroo and the British 
gunboat. Goldfinch have been ordered to 
proceed to Samoa. , 

Washington Takes II Coolly. 

Washington, April 12.— The acute 
situation in Samoa gave rise to appre- 
hension among otiicials during the early 
day in Washington, but the conclusion 
was reached at the department's Close 
that the situation is one that will yield 
to sensible and cool treatment if all the 
parties to the Berlin treaty are sincere 
in the effort to prevent further trouble. 

As put by a cabinet officer, the killing 
of the sailors has not materially changed 
the general problem, although it has un- 
doubtedly added to the difficulty of deal- 
ing with the specific situation. The only 
ollieial news receive*] touching the last 
incident was contained in Admiral 
Kautz's cablegram. The secretary said 
that no additional instructions were to 
be sent by him to the admiral. 

Tim diplomatic negotiations of the 
day were not directed particularly to 
the encounter, as the ollieial Information 
is too meagre thus far to warrant posi- 
tive ollieial action. There were many 
enquiries, however, anil the state de- 
partment and the British and German 
embassies exchanged such advices as 
they had on the subject. 

British In No Hurry. 

In the main the diplomatic negotiations 
continued to centre around the high com- 
mission. On this subject, a breach is 
gradually widening between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany because of the refusal

'Heads would be cut oil' because they 
sympathized with Ivans. lie knew that 

.WMil would reach China of every sen- 
tence uttered in Vancouver favoring 
Kang, but they need have no fear. Kang 
was not a rebel; he was formerly a com- 
panion of their Emperor and a prophet 
of the people, and Croat Britain was his 
friend. Knng Yu Wei would travel 
throughout America to form influential 
lodges of Chinese sworn to Btrugg'e by 
his side, in the interests of n new China, 
a China which would take her place 
among the nations. The speech has 
caused an intense sensation among the 
Chinese and Kaug is to be jriven a huee 
reception in true Oriental fashion. He 
will tour through Canada and the States, 
to secure adherents to hi* cause, Anally 
locating in England, until he can return 
to his own country. 

A |Mlsc.-nb!e End. 
John Smith, commonly known as "Mis- 
souri John," dropped dead in the Glns- 
gow hotel to-day. He was 70 years of 
age and had been drinking hard of late, 
lie had no relatives and bad a miserable 
existence of late in doing odd jobs 
around the city.

It 
reached herfi about eight o'clock and 
took an hour and a half to decipher. The 
despatch to the British embassy was in 
the main confirmatory of the facts given 
in the Associated Press despatches, 
diitlicriiij) of the Fleets. 

The action of Great Britain in ordering ' 
two warships to Samoa attracted con- 
siderable attention here and it was stat- | 
ed that it the British ships are so rein- j 
forced Germany would take similar 
steps and augment her naval representu- 
tioii in those waters to meet any pos- | 
sihle contingency. So far. however, no 
action looking to reinforcing the United 
Slates naval force there has been taken. 

Secretary Bong was informed of Great 
Britain's action late to-night but said 
it was his belief that there was adequate 
represcultniou of the United Slates now 
and that no more vessels would be de- 
spatched to Samoa unless further im- 
portant developments occurred. The 
Philadelphia, he said, with the two Brit- 
ish ships was fully able to cope with the 
situation in the light <>f present events. 
Admiral Kiiutz has not requested any 
reinforcements and his recommendation 
under ordinary circumstances would he 
awaited. 

Details of the Ambush. 

Auckland, N.Z., April 12.— Despatches 
received from Apia, Samoa, dated April 
I, say that a party of 150 American and 
British sailors were forced to retreat to 
the beach after having been caught in an 
ambush ou the German plantation that 
day. The expedition was led by Lieu- 
tenant A. II. Freeman, of the British 
third class cruiser Tauranga. 

Lieutenant Freeman ami Lieutenant P- 
V. Lansdale and Ensign .1. R- Mnnaghan 
of the Uinted States cruiser Philadelphia 
were left dead ou the field. Ensign Mou- 
aghan remained to assist Lieutenant 
Lansdale and M as shot in retiring. Two 
British and two American sailors were 
also killed. Malaafa's loss was -10 killed 
and a number wounded, these being car- 
ried off the field by the rebels when they 
retired. 

The natives engaged were some of Ma- 
taafa's warriors. They severed the 
heads of the British and American offi- 
cers killed. Priests of the French mis- 
sion afterwards brought the heads into 
Apia. The manager of the Geiman plan- 
tation has been arrested and detained on 
board the Tauranga. 

It is estimated that S00 wnrriors at- 
tacked the Anglo-American party from 
the ambush. 

In a previous engagement 27 of Ma- 
taaia's warriors were killed. There were 
no casualties among the European force. 

The American admiral has cabled 
Washington as follows: "While a com- 
bined force of British and United Stales 
sailors under Lieutenant Freeman, of the 
British navy, were reconnoitering near 
Apia, they were ambushed. I deeply re- 
gret to announce the death of Lieutenant 
Tliilip B. Lansdale, Ensign John B. 
Monaghan, Coxswain James Butler, or- 
dinary seaman Norman Edsal, and five 
men wounded, belonging to the Philadel- 
phia. The British loss in killed was two 
uien nnd Lieutenant Freeman." 

London, April 12.— The despatch of the 
Associated Press from Apia, Samoa, was 
the only news received of the treacher- 
ous attack made by the Mntnafans, The 
newspapers sent out large placards punt- 
ed with startling announcements, "Brit- 
ish and American Forces Routed," 
"German Treachery," etc. 

The British admiralty has received a 
despatch from Captain Stuart, senior 
British naval officer in Samoan waters, 
giving the news of the death of Lieuten- 
ant Freeman, of the British cruiser Tau- 
ranga. in an engagement with the rebels. 
No details accompany it. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: "The lo- 
cality of the engagement, or rather the 
ambush, is stated to have been the Ger- 

ant suggestion of treachery upon the part 
of n German Htihject. The incident, apart 
from the loss of life, is deeply deplorable. 
The situation was already full of anxiety 
to the government at home, while on the 
spot racial feeling runs high, though it 
will be kept well under control." 

Gcrrrc.-ins III at Ease. 
Berlin. April 12. — Sir Frank Lascelle^, 
the British ambassador, conferred with 
Baron von Buelow, the German foreign 
minister, until a lad' hoar this evening. 
The result of the conference has not yet 
been developed, hut il is said that an 



agreement has betn reached respecting 
a commission. Evidently the German 
government is doing its utmost to avoid 
irritating Great Britain and the United 
States. It had the despatch from Apia 
early this morning but refrained from 
disclosing the contents because it did not 
desire to exhibit a mischievous pleasure 
nt the ambush of the British and Ameri- 
cans. 

Baroa von Buelow deprecates any at- 
tempt to complicate the situation by 
needless interpellations, hut has consent- 
ed to reply to an interpellation by a 
member of the National Liberal party 
in the reichstag to-morrow or ou Friday, 
stipulating, however, that the inqu'ry 
shall deal with the Konernl situation only 
and contain nothing offensive to Great 
Britain or the United States. This ap- 
pears to confirm the report that the vi -it 
of Sir Frank Lascelles has had a definite 
result, since, until to-night Baron von 
Buelow had declined to consent to inter- 
pellations. 

It is understood that if a German 
should prove to have been responsible 
for the treachery the government, will 
acknowledge his liability to punishment. 

As a specimen cf the excitement pre- 
vailing in Chauvinist quarters the agrar- 
ian newspaper, Tagcs Zeitung, publishes 
a violent manifesto calling upon the wo- 
men of Germany to contribute to n navy 
fund in protest against the act of the 
United Slates ami Great Britain in 
"trampling Germany's honor in the 
dust." The manifesto is signed "A Ger- 
man Fran." The radical papers com- 
ment upon it satmoally. one of them re- 
marking "Get thee to a nunnery, 
Ophelia."

Dawson papers received by yesterday's 
mail give particulars of the tire which 
occurred on March i) ( destroying close on. 
•>2O,0U0 worth of property. The tire 
originated in the Dawson City barber 
shop and bath rooms, located opposite 
die Dominion saloon. The losses in de- 
tail are as follows: Rosenthal & Miller, 
$2,500;. E. Adcock, S10,000; Sidney 
Shuldenfry, 82,000; Mr. and Mrs. Fan- 
cher, $1,500; Mine. Rousseau, !?400; 
Clement, Pattulo & liidley, $2,000; A. 
Goldberg (cash), $300; Y. Kawakami, 
$500. 

To this might be added the loss sus- 
tained by the electric light and telephone 
companies in wires and polos; Pete Mc- 
Donald, of the Phoenix, and the Opera 
House block, ill which buildings many 
windows were broken by the heat, and 
a large number of others who had wear- 
ing apparel at the Parisian laundry of 
Rosenthal .V Miller. Mr. Goldberg's 
gold dust and money were under his 
pillow, and the lire was so sudden thai 
he was forced to leave it. Kawakami, 
the restauranteur, was the only one in 
the burned district who saved much in 
the way of stock. 

WORKED HIMSELF TO DEATH. 

Knut Alfstad, a former citizen of 
Fargo, N. D., may be said to have liter- 
ally given up Ids' life in the quest for 
gold, and that he died as a direct result 
of exposure and over-exertion. lie had 
worked on a claim at Forty-Mile during 
flic past summer and winter without re- 
sult, and finally determined to try his 
fortunes at Dawson. So, loading a sic" 
with olio pounds of provisions aad other 
articles, he started for that city, where 
he arrived alter a severe struggle that 
completely wore him out. lie took a 
room at the Yukon hotel and told Land- 
lord Shornhoru that he would retire at 
once, as he was " the nearest knocked 
out " that he had ever been in his life. 
At -1 o'clock in xt morning Night Clerk 
.Ionian heard a couple of groans issuing 
from his room, and hurrying up arrived 
just, as Alfstad breathed his lust. The 
police were notified and made an investi- 
gation, and were satisfied that death 
was due to natural causes, brought on 
as related above. Alfstad was 38 years 
of age, single, of usually robust health, 
and is well spoken of by those who 
knew him. 

IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge Dugas has given a most Im- 
portant decision in the case of O. H. 
Anderson and V. Graham vs. Charles 
Lamb, -The plaintiffs were laymen, and 
the contest was as to who should pay 
the royalty. The lay contract specified 
nothing of the royalty, and it was held 
that in the absence of any special agree- 
ment to the contrary, the owner of the 
claim must, pay the royalty out of his 
share. Judge Dugas also took occasion 
to deliver an opinion in the form of a 
dictum, which opens up immense possi- 
bilities. He holds that it is not at all 
certain that royalty can be collected 
legally from the holders of claims which 
were staked and recorded prior to the 
passage of this royalty law. In other 
matters regarding claims it has been held 
that they were yet under the laws in 
force at the time of the issuance of the 
certificates of record. 

MR. TAYLOR'S COMPLAINT. 

A former Victorian, Mr. A. \Y. Taylor, 
is taking part in the Dawson water- 
front suit, which was commenced with 
the object of voiding the grant of the 
water front to Morrison & McDonald. 
According to the Nugget, Mr. Taylor ad- 
dressed himself as follows to Judge 
Degas: 

"Sir: I am a resident of the town of 
Dawson and a subject of our gracious 
Queen. Victoria. My inclination and my 
business unite in oftentimes inducing my 
presence at the hanks of the mighty Yu- 
kon, popularly termed the waterfront. 
But. my access tbi.r.>to and 3,., move- 
ments thereon are much inpeded by vari- 
ous structures standing in said premises 
and occupied by divers persons whose 
names will hereafter be recited to your 
lordship. All this. I humbly pray, is in 
violation of the Queen's laws, in that the 
premises constitute a public highway, 
on which my footsteps should, by right 
he allowed to perambulate unimpeded. 
It has been made known to me that 
I wo citizens, namely, McDonald and 
Morrrison, did unlawfully acquire a lease 
of said waterfront and that one Gibbons 
did lay it oat in town lots at their 
behest, and thai they have since allowed 
i he persons, to he hereinafter named, to 
locate thereon under alleged color of 
light. I therefore pray your lordship that 
Messrs. McDonald nnd Morrison, and 
the other sixty aid in vm.iis unlawfully 
' ccupying said premises e ejected there- 
from "that my Ineeiatid fi clings be 
soothed by the payne nt of dnmi ges in 
the sum of $50." 

TRAMROAD FOR TIIE YUKON. 

A ntw tramroad scheme has been plac- 
ed before the Yukon council, on which 
no definite action' hns been yet taken. 
The plnu is an extensive one and em- 
bodies a system of roads running from 
Dawson up Bonanza, Eldorado, crossing 
the Stewart and across country to a 
point on the Yukon river about Selkirk. 
Branch lines are promised to Thistle, 
Scroggie and the creeks of this district. 
Upon receiving the grant from Ottawa 
this company agrees to have the road in 
operation by December from Dawson to 
the Stewart river. While the charter is 
asked for a tramroad of wood, poles or 
steel rails, Mr. Carbnnean, for Ihe com- 
pany, states that the main track wi'l be 
of steel nnd the rolling stock of locomo- 
tives and the usual ears and coaches. 
In return the company wants exclusive 
privileges and the use of the Dawson 
waterfront for an entrance into town 
and for depot, warehouses, etc. An cs- 
mate of a million and a half dollars is 
given as the probable cost of the road 
and a saving of many miles of crooked 
river to Selkirk is shown on the plans. 
Presuming the road tn be in operation to 
the latter point it is urged that the time 
bv river to the foot of Bennet where the 
White Pass railroad expects to reach this 
summer, would be shortened several 
days, reducing the nctual time to the 
coast to well within n -week of comfort- 
able riding. 

The company merely ask the council 
to recommend the proposition to Ottawa, 
where the charter must be granted, if

A rather Ions meeting for the school 
board was held by that body at the City 
hull last evening, u lot of business being 
disposed of before an adjournment was 
taken. Reports were received from the 
school management committee and the 
superintendent, and the salary of Prin- 
cipal McNeill of the North Ward school, 
was raised from $00 to $100 a month, 
■while a similar increase was refused 
Miss Cameron, of the South Park school. 

The communications were of a minor 
nature, including applications for sup- 
plies for High School laboratory; labels 
for a collection of plants presented to 
the High School by the deputy minister 
of agriculture, and wire screens for the 
Victoria West school, all of which were 
referred to the supply committee; a let- 
ter of thanks from the Provincial Teach- 
ers' Institute for the use of the South 
Park school and a letter from Chief 
Deasy enclosing a copy of the lire es- 
cape act passed at the last session of 
the legislature. 

The school management committee pre- 
sented the following report, the first 
four clauses of which were endorsed by 
the three members of the committee, 
Trustees Belyea, Marchaat and Hall, 
and the last clause dealing with the sal- 
aries of principals by Trustees Hall and 
Marchant only: 

Ladles and Gentlemen,— The school man- 
agement coin nil I tee beg leave to report 
recommending Unit the resolution of the 
board of August 11, 1SD5. amended July (1. 
lf-i'S, relating to the salaries of absent 
lynchers nnil their substitutes, be rescinded, 
and the following regulations substituted 
therefor: 

(1.) Teachers absent from duty from any 
cause whatsoever shall report the fact lu 
writing to the board, giwng Uie rcusuu.s 
in full for Bueh absence; and In case of 
sickness shall furnish a physician's certifi- 
cate thereto, if required by thu buard lu 
io so. 

(2.) No deduction shall be made from the 
•alary of any teacher for absence from 
duty on account of Illness or for other 
cause recognized by the board as unavoid- 
able; proviui.il such absence shall not exceed 
ten days In any term. 

(3.) If the period of a teacher's absence 
«n uccouul of Illness exceeds ten days, 
but does not exceed three months, tin 
salary accruing during such absence shall 
be subject to a deduction of the amount 
necessary to pay the substitute serving 
therein, and the balance thereof shall be 
payable, at the discretion of the trustees, 
to the teacher so absent. 

(4.) The board shall I., all eases determine 
the Bum which a substitute shall receive. 

(5.) And the committee further recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion regarding the salaries of principals of 
graded schools: "Resolved, that the prin- 
cipals of all graded school* he paid the sum 
of one thousand to one thousand two hun- 
dred dollars per annum us their regular 
salaries, length of service, ability and man- 
agement of schools to be the factors to 
determine the amount." 

The report was taken up clause by 
clause and passed without discuss'on 
until clause was reached. Trustee 
Belyea said he had Lot endorsed clause 
5 because he thought it was too wide 
and might be taken to include the prin- 
cipals of the Kingston street, Spring 
Ridge and Hillside avenue schools. He 
also considered that $1,200 was not high 
enough for the maximum salary. He 
thought the maximum should be $1,350, 
Trustee Hall said it was not proposed 
to apply the resolution to the Hillside 
avenue, Spring Itidge or Kingston street 
schools. He had no objection to tre 
maximum being raised. He moved that 
the report be amended so as to include 
only the two Central, North Ward, South 
Park and Victoria West schools and that 
the maximum salary be placed at $1,350. 

The report was amended as suggested 
and then adopted as a whole. 

At the request of the school manage- 
ment committee, Superintendent Eaton 
recommended that the substitutes who 
served during the absence otaliss Chris- 
tie be allowed $1.25 ti day but that their 
salaries as pupil teachers be withheld 
and thai Miss Watson's substitute be 
paid $1.50 a day in addition to her salary 
as pupil teacher. Miss Watson and Miss

etc., Ringing, drawing, and, In one or two 
schools, sewing. If it Is necessary to elim- 
inate subjects from the course in order to 
lighten the labors of the children, the selec- 
tion must bo made from the studies which 
Involve labor, I.e., one or more of the fol- 
lowing must be struck out of the list: Eng- 
lish language, arithmetic, history, geo- 
graphy, hygiene, bookkeeping.

The report was received. 
Trustee Hall moved that the mayor 
and council be requested to allow the 
school board to use the room at present 
occupied by the public library, should 
the library be removed to the premises 
at present occupied by the fire depart- 
ment. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 

Mrs. Cordon Cram moved that the 
salary of Mr. McNeill, principal of the 
North Ward school be raised from $0i 
to $100. He bad been teaching for nine 
years, she said, and his ability was ac- 
knowledged. 

Trustee McCandless saw no reason 
why Mr. McNeill should be singled out 
for an increase in salary. 

Trustee Belyea wanted to know why 
it was proposed to increase Mr. Mc- 
Neill's salary. He was no more entitled 
to a raise, either for length of service, 
ability or management than other prin- 
cipals. Besides, Mr. McNeill's responsi- 
bility had been decreased by several 
classes being removed from his school. 

Trustee Marchant and Mrs. William 
Grant favored the increase, the former 
saying that be would not agree to give 
Misses Williams and Cameron, princi- 
pals of the Girl's Central and South 
Park schools respectively, as much as 
Mr. McNeill. Airs. Grant, however, 
thought all the principals should receive 
$100 a month. 

Trustee Hull favored the board with 
an equal rights address. 

Trustee McCandless contended that 
the salaries should have been finally fix- 
ed when the estimates were considered. 

Mrs. Cordon Grant said she bad asked 
when the estimates were being consider- 
ed whether there would be any recom- 
mendation from the committee >f man- 
agement as to salaries and reei ved the 
reply that there would be a fu ther re- 
commendation. There hud not : x»en and \ 
in consequence the trustees ha . 10 bring 
the matter up by resolution. 

The motion was carried, Trn cos Bel- 
yea and McCandless voting ; .aiiist it 
and Trustee Hall not voting. 

Trustee Belyea said he hud bad an 
architect give him an estimate for I 
two large sheds at the North Ward j 
school in which the children could play 
ill wet weather. The cost would be about 
$1,000. He would like the ti nance c ni- 
mittee to report whether this could be | 
done this year. The play ground under 1 
the building was a death trap. 

This was referred to the building com- I 
mittee. 

Mrs. William Grant moved, seconded 
by Mrs. Gordon Grant, that Miss Cam- ! 
eron's salary be raised to $100. 

This was defeated. Trustee Marchant 
voting this time with Trustees Belyea 
and McCandless against the increase. 

[t was decided that hereafter the ' 
school furniture should be insured 111 the 
name of the school board instead of in 
the name of the corporation. 

A formal motion was passed appointing 
Superintendent Eaton secretary of the 
board.

Superintendent Eaton addressed the 
board as follows: 

Ladles and Gentlemen,— In so far ns pub- 
lie criticism of our schools is a symptom of 
public Interest therein, it is to be most 
cordially welcomed; when such criticism, 
however, seems based upon a misunder- 
standing of laets, it Is the privilege of 
those having charge of the schools to set 
the public right. An occasion for such 
correction Is afforded by the persistent 
frequency with which of late both In pub- 
lic and private the charge of touching "too 
many subjects" has been reiterated. It Is 
complained that the course of study Is 
overloaded, resulting in oveipressure, cram- 
ming HuperllclnlnesH and other evils; and 
a vigorous elimination of all superfluities 
is urged, to reduce the list of studies to 
those which are "essential" and "practi- 
cal." Whether thin criticism is well found- 
ed or otherwise should appear from an ex- 
nnilaatlon of the course of study Itself. 
The following subjects are taught III the 
graded schools: 

(1.) English.— Pupils are taught to speak, 
read and write their mother tongue, and 
exercises with these ends lu view con- 
tinue throughout the whole course. 

(2.) History.— Pupils are taught the out- 
lines of Canadian and British history. Tills 
subject Is spread over four or Ave years. 

(3.) Arithmetic— This subject also extends 
over the whole course. 

(4.) Geography.— In this subject Is con- 
templated a pretty thorough knowledge of 
die eeogrnnhv of Pnnndn nnd the British 
Empire, and at least a general ncnualnt- 
,-nce with that of the rest of the world. 

(5.1 Hygiene.— In order to rrnln nun'ln to 
a rational care of their health, lessons In 
this Kiilifeet a r" elven once or twice a week 
for three or four years. 

(0.1 Bookkeeping.— This subject Is taught 
during the Inst year of the course.

TRADE OF THE NORTH. 

No one place's the output of gold from 
Klondike for the coining spring at le3fl 
than ?12,000,000. Some conservative 
people put the amount at $15,000,000 
and the more sanguine claim that S2!),- 
000,000 will ho reached. Either sum rep 
resents nn enormous outlay. Whether 
or not the ride that gold costs what it is 
worth holds good for Klondike we can- 
not say; but estimating the population 
between the summit of the White Pass 
and the point where the 141st meridian 
crosses tht' Yukon at 25,000 people, and 
the number will not be regarded as ex- 
travagant, and reckoning the average 
cost of living per man at .$1.50 per day, 
a low estimate, we have the enormous 
sum of $13,812,500 as the minimum cost 
of producing the Klondike gold, for it 
is right to charge every dollar expended 
in any way in the Yukon valley against 
the gold output, for nothing would be 
spent there if it were not for the gold. 
The business of Atlin, the outlay in the 
construction of the Yukon & White Pass 
railway and the expenditure in connec- 
tion with government work will swell 
this sum very largely. It is perhaps not 
an overestimate to say that there will bo 
expended in Canada on the Yukon and 
tributary waters in the twelvemonth 
next ensuing the enormous sum of 
$20,000,000. The greater part of this 
will bo paid out for articles of food, 
clothing ami general supplies purchased 
in Canada and elsewhere. 

Is Victoria likely to secure its fair 
share of this trade? While asking the 
question, the Colonist will leave it to be 
answered by each reader according to his 
own convictions. "We think it desirable, 
however, to point out that a larger share 
■could be obtained, than is likely to be 
otherwise available, if greater attention 
wore paid to the matter of transpor- 
tation. The Canadian steamers running 
north are all of them excellent sea 
bouts. They make their trips regularly 
nnd with an immunity from accident 
thnt has gained them a reputation for 
safely of the highest, kind. But we 
submit that if a larger and faster 
steamer than any now plying from Brit- 
ish Columbia port.; to Skagway could >» 
put on. much business would be secured 
that now goes to American steamers. 
The Colonist does not desire to appear 
Officious, or to be looked upon as telling 
other people how they ought to carry on 
their business. It would not, however, 
be doing its duty to the community if it 
failed to point out this great desideratum 
in the north bound transportation busi- 
ness. At least $20,000,000 worth of 
business will be doue in extreme north 
western Canada during the coming 
twelvemonth. The base of supply ought 
to be Canada and will for the most part 
tie Camilla. It does not seem right that 
the bulk of the transportation business 
should be done by vessels Hying a for- 
eign flag. We submit this matter, with 
all deference, to the judgment of the 
business men of Victoria and Vancouver. 
They are deeply concerned ia it, although 
every property holder in either city and 
every working man is also concerned, for 
if those cities can control Lhe supply 
trade and transportation of a region now 
doing a business of twenty millions a 
year, not including the output of gold, 
and likely to increase rapidly and be 
permanent, their commercial importance 
will ndvance by leaps and bounds and 
prosperity will crown nil branches of in- 
dustry. 



AN' OFFICIO GOBS UFO GI NO. 

That Victoria is having difficulty in 
getting a proper person to come out 
here and take the office of city engineer 
may seem extraordinary; but when the 
matter is looked into surprise ceases. 
The facts surrounding Mr. Wilinot's dis- 
missal are generally known to the en- 
gineering profession. They were told in 
the periodicals devoted to that profes- 
sion and it is pretty well understood all 
over Canada among those most concern- 
ed that Mr. Wilmot'B services wore dis- 
pensed with in a summary manner and 
without the specification of any. adequate 
reasons, and, what is even more serious, 



thut he was not given an opportunity 
to say a word in his own deYence. If 
competent engineers decline to break off 
their present connections and come three 
thousand miles away from home to take 
olHce subject to the whim of u body of 
aldermen, who have already shown that 
they will act without assigning any rea- 
son for their acts, surely no' one can 
wonder. The absurd fiasco in regard to 
Mr. Ferguson, although perhaps no one 
in Victoria can be blamed for it, is not 
calculated lo improve the chances of the 
city in securing the services of the right 
kind of a man. Mr. Kerr, who declined 
the office the other day, was an appli- 
cant at the same time as Mr. Ferguson 
and was set aside in favor of the latter, 
who has been shown to be, to put it very 
mildly, extremely ineligible for any pro- 
fessional position. That Mr. Kerr should 
hesitate about accepting an office at tin' 
hands of a body making such a ridicul 
mis error, is only what most men would 
do, unless they were badly oft" for em- 
ployment. Again it was urged as a rea- 
son Why Mr. Kerr should not be ap- 
pointed that he was a relative of a gen- 
tleman connected with the (.'. I*. R. 
Doubtless Mr. Kerr was informed of 
this, and therefore felt unwilling to take 
office under a city government which 
would even discuss such a matter as a 
possible disqualification. 

CLEAN IT THE CITY. 

These remarks are not addressed to the 
city council. They are for private con- 
sumption. They are intended for people 
who permit rubbish to accumulate 
around their premises. They apply to 
such eyesores as exist at the northern 
end of the dailies Hay bridge. They are 
aimed at the disreputable looking locali- 
ties scattered all over this "city o. 
homes." We confidently expect hundreds 
of visitors here on the 24th of May. 
There is a prospect that the Canadian 
newspaper men will visit us in a large 
body. The -United States press associa- 
tion is almost sure to spend a day with 
us. The usual summer tide of tourist 
travel may be expected. Let there be 
united action on the part of the citizens 
of clean the city up. Last year the 
Colonist waged a campaign for the clean- 
ing up of the streets with a good deal of 
success. The city authorities took the 
matter in hand and much good was doue. 
We hope to meet with something like the 
same measure of success in an appeal to 
the citizens. There are dilapidated and 
useless structures which should be torn 
down, fences which either ought to be 
thoroughly repaired or completely de- 
molished, houses that are suffering for 
paint, vacant lots that are a nightmare. 
The city authorities can do nothing with 
these tilings. Only the citizens can at- 
tend to them. Suppose we all do so, 
whether we own the premises upon which 
we live or only rent them. The sugges- 
tion is not that tenants should paint 
their landlords' houses, hut there are 
scores of rented premises the appearance 
of which the tenants could greatly im- 
prove with no expense and only n little 
trouble. That such a lustration would 
enable the city to create a much more 
favorable impression upon strangers, 
there can be no doubt, and it would also 
make our own people feel more comfort- 
able when showing the city to visitors, 
besides making Victoria what it may so 
easily become, a thing of beauty, and 
this we all know is a joy forever. 



AX ABSURD PROFHECY. 

,The late Joseph Medill, of the Chicago 
Tribune, who by the way was a native 
of Canada, having ben born in New 
Brunswick, indulged in a sort of 
prophecy not long before his death, a 
portion of which was to the effect that 
within ten yours Canada would ask for 
admission into the United States. The 
San Francisco Bulletin thinks that if 
Canadians feel any inclinations in that 
direction they are not making the fact 
specially noticeable. The Bulletin is 
quite right in thinking that there is not 
the least disposition on the pan. ot Lin- 
people of Canada to cast in their lot 
with the United States. Canadians 
entertain the opinion that they have a 
much better system of government than 
their neighbors enjoy, and a larger 
measure of personal freedom. This view- 
is shared by all United States citizens 
who have had fair opportunities of form- 
ing an opinion on the subject. The 
United Stad's constitution was a very 
remarkable production for the time 
when it was framed, hut there has been 
much progress in the art of government 
since then. Those who are familiar 
with British history know that before 
and at the time of the American revolu- 
tion, King George was engaged in a de- 
termined effort to extend his prerogative 
and curtail the rights of the people. The 
colonists in America, in preparing a con- 
stitution after the close of the revolution, 
established what was certainly an ad- 
vance upon the form of government pre- 
vailing in England before 1770, but it 
is not nearly as democratic in substance, 
whatever it may be in form, as the plan 
of responsible government evolved in 
British countries during the last century. 

Canadians are not desirous of uniting 
their fortunes with those of the United 
Slates for the further reason that the 
problems to be dealt with in the Republic 
are of the gravest possible character and 
do not menace the Dominion. It is not 
necessary to set out the nature of these 
problems, because their existence is 
admitted, and by no oik? more freoly 
than the most intelligent American ob- 
servers, who claim that their country is 
on the eve of an epoch, which will call 
for most careful treatment and the exer- 
cise of the ablest .statesmanship. 

Besides nil tliiH, Canadians are per- 
fectly satisfied with British connection. 
They realize that they form a part of the 
greatest' empire the world has ever seen, 
nnd they have no desire to become part- 
ners with what is unquestionably a great 



and glorious nation, but cannot be 
claimed to have attained equal dignity 
mid world-wide importance. 

There are other reasons which need 
not be mentioned. Our people ure very 
appreciative of the many excellent feat- 
iiiis of their great neighbor, and have 
only the best wishes for its future suc- 
cess, but they think that they huve a 
very good country of their own, a eouu- 
try which is destined before long to 
occupy u leading place in the world.

THE FIGHTING IN SAMOA. 

Much indignation will be felt in the 
British Empire and the United States 
because of the treacherous attack upon 
the British and American rccounoitering 
party in Samoa, which resulted in the 
loss of several valuable lives. There 
will be a disposition in both countries to 
insist upon complete reparation for this 
outrage, and if it shall appear that Ger- 
many is responsible for it, the conse- 
quences may be very serious. 

It is strange how events are forcing 
the two great English-speaking nations 
together. The fact that the bluejackets 
of the i wo countries fought side by side 
"ill stir the hearts of the people as 
nothing else could. There is a sort of 
melancholy satisfaction in the fact that 
among the slain was the British leader 
of the expedition. It tells the old story 
over again, that the British officer never 
ilinehes in the face of danger, and not 
less significant is the fact that with him 
on the Held were the two American offi- 
cers accompanying the expedition. The 
old lighting blood tells wherever it is 
fuund.

Our city council have decided to invito

hardly be accepted, because the Presi- 
dent will not leave the United States 
during his term of office. There is no 
law forbidding him to do so, but the con- 
stitution does not provide for such an 
emergency, and therefore all presidents 
have been careful to prevent its arising, 



It is to be hoped that the law bearing 
upon the ownership of mining claims in 
Atlin will be administered in a manner 
to conserve as far as possible all rights 
acquired by aliens before the passage of 
the exclusion act. Wc are sure that the 
people of British Columbia have no de- 
sire that people who came into the prov- 
ince in good faith shall be deprived of the 
benefit of their enterprise, by a change in 
(he law of which they could not possibly 
have had any notice and which they had 
no reason to anticipate. A rich province 
like ours can afford to be both just nnd 
generous in dealing with cases of this 
nature. 



PASSING COMMENT. 

The Toronto Globe has resumed its 
advoca< y of a railway commission. This 
is a matter that can hardly be kept in 
abeyance much longer, for it is becoming 
evident that the relief afforded by the 
railway commission of the Privy Council 
is utterly inadequate to the needs of the 
public. 

The Cascade Record says that it does 
not. make any difference whether Mr. 
Corbin 're!'" lb" Kettle River charter or 
not, so long as the railway is built. 
Suppose he should sell it to the C. P. R., 
what advantage would Cascade possess 
which the line of the C. P. R- now 
under construction will not enable' it to 
enjoy ? 

Since the Province seems to be in 
search of information upon a subject in 
regard to which it has displayed a need 
of it, the Colonist will say that 
" Fenety's Political Notes and Observa- 
tions" is not a text-book, but a history. 
Our contemporary may also be interested 
ia knowing that constitutional law is 
not derived from text-books, but from 
historical precedents. 

The Post-Intelligencer talks about 
what, it calls "the royalism of Canada." 
Wluit our contemporary does not know- 
about the system of government and Un- 
political conditions existing in Canada 
would make not only a book, but a full 
library. If by "royalism" absolute 
power and perpetual interference with 
the rights of the individual are meant, 
the State of Washington has more of it 
to the square inch than Canada has to 
the square mile. 

The Vancouver World complains that 
a species of indecent personal journalism 
is too much in evidence in that city. 
There is likely to arise from time fo 
time in every community a class of 
individuals who cater to the scandal- 
loving portion of the population by pub- 
lishing matters of a strictly personal 
character, and, by the display of cheap 
wit and a brutal indifference to the feel- 
ings of persons whom they assail, attain 
a species of popularity. Fortunately 
their careers ure always very short. 

The Times ought to learn to quote a 
contemporary correctly before attempt- 
ing to reply to what it says. The Colo- 
nist did not sny that ideal industrial con- 
ditions are impossible as long as labor:

Mr. Smith is a young man and a gradu- 
ate and gidd medalist of McGill Univer- 
sity, where ho was for some time assist- 
ant professor of engineering and applied 
mechanics. His testimonials of efficiency 
and reliability include recommendations 
from Mr. VV. T. Jennings, of Toronto, 
president of the Canadian Institute of 
Engineers; Dr. Borey, dean of Lhe scien- 
tific faculty of McGill; and Sir William 
C. Van Home, president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway.

Treatment. 



Many Severe Cases on 
Trail but AH Are Re- 
covering.

From Onr Own Correspondent. 

Glenora, March 21. — No doubt the Col- 
onist him received the letter 1 forwarded 
Just mall (27th ult.) written by my col- 
league, Mr. Montague Martin, London 
Dnily Graphic correspondent, giving an 
account of n visit he paid to die Glenorn 
hospital which had to be opened sudden- 
ly to receive the many cases of scurvy 
"which have occurred here, Telegraph 
Creek and also on the trail and else- 
where, and thinking a fuller report might 
be desirable to your readers with the 
names of the patients received in the 
hospital, I beg now to enter fully into 
the facts from the starting point up to 
the present date. 

First, allow me to inform you that the 
medical utlicer treating these individual 
cases is Dr. C. S. Lay ton, a physician 
ot great experience, and con say he has 
shown himself thoroughly qualified to 
cope with each case and his unremitting 
daily visits to the hospital have already 
shown the desired and satisfactory re- 
sults, enabling four cases to be dis- 
charged convalescent. 

At the latter end of January reports 
come into Glenora and Telegraph that 
several serious cases of sickness were 
occurring at different parts of the trad, 
one case at Half-Way House, four cases 
at Hudson's Bay post, three cases ut 
Tohltan and several cases here and its 
vicinity. It was in many cases sup- 
posed to he rheumatism by those unac- 
quainted with the disease. Itev, Mr. 
Prlngle hit the trail for Tuhltou with his 
-oog sleigh and soon we heard it was a 
had case of scurvy and not rheumatism. 
Ou the Dth ult. 1 received a letter from 
ilr. James Porter, the government agent, 
requesting uie to take charge of the 
sick which were being sent to Glenora. 
At tirsl we had no idea there were so 
many cases coining in and a small shack 
11x12 feet, formerly the old customs 
house, was utilized, and having my own 
four cots ut the moment 1 placed them 
in, filling the space to its utmost ca- 
pacity, and with a few chairs and a 
table completed the furnishing. It was 
not a bit too soon, for scarcely had 1 
made these primitive arrangements and 
built a lire in a suitable stove, than the 
patients began to arrive in dog sleighs 
wrapped up in blankets and covered 
over with canvas and strapped dowu. 
Snow and ice adhered to the sides and 
top of the covering, and it was a dismal 
picture to witness the removal of these 
helpless afflicted men into the extempor- 
ized hospice. Iiueh of the three had 
to he carefully carried in, as they un- 
doubtedly were in pain and their legs 
were powerless to bear the least weight. 
Soon it became absolutely imperative 
that larger premises should be obtained 
as the hospital four beds were full and 
one case had to be taken to the police 
station, and another to Hose's men's 
sleeping place and it became very dilli- 
ciilt for me to administer medicine and 
gargles several times a day, besides giv- 
ing them hot baths at three scattered 
dwellings. Besides, we had information 
that other patients were on the trail lor 
Glenora hospital. The former Kamloops 
hotel, hut (luring the winter used as a 
store by the Klondike M. T. & T. Co., 
was secured and fortunately I had eight 
beds of my own. Mr. Robson, managei 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, to whom 
1 represented the emergency, gave mi; 
two more, while one was obtained from 
Mr. Ellis, manager of the Canadian De- 
velopment Company in Glenora, so that 
I was enabled to increase the bed ac- 
commodation to eleven, which was the 
new premises' utmost capacity; even 
with this addition tin- capabilities of the 
little hospital were considerably strained 
at one time, and a patient hail to lie sent 
to the prison for treatment and one also 
at Hose's, making thirteen eases under 
supervision at one time. The sickness is 
now decreasing and there arc three va- 
cant beds, i-ifjii being utretipiod 
The three convalescents are quartered at 
the police station, there being fortunatily 
no prisoners. Here they are allowed to 
sleep, cooking their own grub, firewood 
being supplied, and are daily gaining 
strength ami color to their cheeks. 

Strictest economy has been exercised 
in combatting the unavoidable dilliculties 
thrust so suddenly upon the manage- 
ment. The furniture being at my dis- 
posal, in that respect there was no ex- 
pense incurred. The meals (three daily) 
have been supplied by contract at a fair 
rate. Candles, soap mid firewood have 
been the only items bought outside of 
medicine mid towels for bathing pur- 
poses, the only hospital officers being as 
stated, Dr. Layton anil the writer.

There Is one chapter In the remarkable 
story of Kang Yu-wel, the Chinese states 
man In exile who left here en route for 
Loudon yesterday, that has not yet been 
written, while it has In it all the fascina- 
tion of mediaeval romance. It Is the chap- 
ter which deals with his escape from 
Peking, when he was as near to death as 
though lie laid stood upon the scaffold 
with the sword uf the- executioner poise* 
for fatal descent. 

Looking at It all uovv from the safe 
vantage point of British soli, the reformer 
Is willing to accept his escape as a good 
omen for China— a sign of the ultimate 
success of his reorganization and modern- 
izing projects. 

Step by step, Kang, the Cantonese sou of 
a shopkeeper anil grandson of a coolie, hud 
risen through all the hindrances of caste 
laws and despite the machinations of Ids 
urck-oppouent, the Empress Dowager, antll 
lie stood the central figure In the empire— 
the power behind the throne. 

It was just as his mighty projects ap- 
peared on the very eve of realization that 
the antagonism of the Empress Dowager 
(fostered and directed by Kusslnn diplo- 
macy) precipitated Ids sudden downfall. 

He understands now, although blissfully 
Iguorimi at the i line, that for weeks and 
months he was living In a fool's paradise 
mi n volcano's brink; hut so secret and 
silent were the workings of the opposing 
forces that lie laid no suspicion of the 
fust approaching cllmnx In his career. 

He had suceedctl In checkmating Russia 
In securing Britain In the possession of 
Wel-hnl-wel and was preparing for a yet 
tioliler stroke of pro-Brltlsll policy when 
a slave placed In his hand n secret message 
Croui the Emperor, advising him to leave 
Feklllg at once and stating that his per- 
sonal safety was In Imminent peril. 

This was no new experience for blra anil 
he paid no heed to the warning further 
than In strengthening his personal guard. 

Three days later there came n second 
private message from the Emperor Implor- 
ing him to fly without delay, as his monarch 
found himself powerless In the hands of 
their common enemies and would be de- 
posed, while for Kang Yu-wel a cruel death 
would be the portion. 

A glance about court and capital con- 
vinced the astute reformer that his enemies 
were many and his friends hut few, anil 
he was debating a plan of escape when 
a note reached him from Sir Claude Mc 
Donald requesting his Immediate presence 
at Tlent-Sln for a conference with British 
officials. 

A ISrltlsh launch had been placed ut his 
disposal and he reached the seaport of 
the capital without so much as knowing 
that nil general traffic on river and railway 
had been suspended for the day to prevent 
his escape; Hint he had already been tried 
in secret council and condemned to death; 
and that, thanks to his friends cutting 
the telegrnph wires out of the capital, 
anil Oriental linemen being providentially 
slow In making repairs, the order for his 
arrest and execution did not reach Tient- 
sin until three hours after lie had caught 
a steadier bound down the const. 

None of these things were known to him, 
however, until off Wooslug bar the steamer 
on which he hud taken passage was boarded 
by Bland's launch, sent out by Acting 
Consul-Genera! Brennan of Shanghai, and 
he and his retinue transferred to the Iialln- 
rat. with an armed British escort to sec 
bin) safely to Hongkong. 

This force proved Its utility on the jour- 
ney, for twice Chinese among the passen- 
gers were apprehended in endeavors to 
gain access to Knng's cabin, the one with 
a particularly ugly dagger concealed in his 
spacious sleeve; the other wdth a bottle of 
deadly Inhalenl poison. As for his fond, 
Knng fully anticipated that It would con- 
tain poison if prepared by Chinese bands, 
and accordingly restricted Ids diet to arti- 
cles cooked anil tested by the British 
guard. 

It was ai Hongkong that he learned how 
death find been walling to welcome hlui 
it Shanghai— that si\ of his associate re- 
formers had already been beheaded; mid 
that his cIohcmi friend, i ',,..,!, Y IT \-.v. 
formerly ambassador to the Queen's Jubi- 
lee and ex-minister to the United stales, 
had been exiled to lie- Interior mines under 
life sentence. 

It was then, too. that he obtained an 
Insight Into the Ingenious though sanguin- 
ary plot of the Empie.s Dowager and her 
associate conspirators, win. h wns i.. charge 
him with poisoning the Emperor and arrest 
aad execute him then make the si.,.-., 
good by poisoning the Imprisoned Emperor 
and produce the body with much public 
mourning, the affection of the Empress 
Dowager and her party for the throne 
being thus erlinly ai tested, their prompl 
administration of justice n( the same time 
being Illustrated, while Kang Vowel's 
name anil plans would go Into history 
covered with dishonor, and his family anil 
Immediate supporters surfer extermina- 
tion.

With this balance he bought a drug store 
and having some slight acquaintance 
with simple medicines redeemed his lost 
cash. Then came another exodus of dis- 
gusted miners from the country, men 
w «i -,verc- willing to take nnythintr to get 
rid of their useless packs, saddles, sup- 
plies, etc.— all of which Mr. Harnott was 
ready to invest in. As a consequence he 
now finds himself in very much the same 
position as when he embarked in the 
drug store venture. He would be very 
glad to Und a way to rid himself of his 
superfluous supplies— even at cost price 
—and in doing so will hasten to Atlin 
to try his luck afesh. As to the scurvy 
in the North, Mr. Harnott says that 
when he let'l Glenora there were seven- 
teen cases in the hospital there, the ma- 
jority of which had been brought hi 
from the tributary country. It was re- 
ported that several men had died on the 
Ashcroft trail, there being, however, no 
confirmation of this rumor. The ice was 
about ready to break in the river when 
Mr. Harnott came down, and his trip to 
W ran eel was made in live days.

The steamer Cottage City, which paid 
the outer dock a call at an early hour 
yesterday morning, brought a genuine 
surprise for the marine men of the 
Northwest, in the Information that the 
steamer Uity of Topeka, whidi had been 
pronounced a hopeless wreck midway up 
Wiangel Narrows, has succeeded in 
accomplishing her own release, and was 
passed under steam at the upper etui of 
the treacherous narrows, bound for 
Juneau to discharge her damaged 
freight. She had been floated, beached 
and temporarily repaired, her injuries 
being found to be much less serious than 
at first anticipated, and her skipper in 
consequence considering it sale to con- 
tinue his interrupted trip, coming down 
later for docking, inspection and 
thorough overhauling ut Quartermaster 
harbor. With line weather lie expected 
to reach Victoria south-bound by Friday 
(to-morrow), but us the Cottage City ex- 
perienced a particularly rough voyage, it 
is probable that the damaged ship will 
be somewhat delayed. The Cottage Oily 
had all kinds of weather on the run just 
ended— sunshine and clouds, fair winds 
and adverse gales, squalls and vexatious 
calms, and if the Topeka has a similar 
experience, the passengers of the jnst-in 
steamer do not envy the situation of her 
olilcers. Resides three or roiir passen- 
gers, from Benuettj Skagway and Daw- 
son, the Cottage City had ten bags of 
mail from the Klondike capital, contain- 
ing the very latest intelligence of the 
progress of events in the Far North. 

From Dyea the news is received ot" a 
double murder by Indians of the Chilcat 
tribe, Sydney Vance, an English pros- 
pector, and Charles Ericsen, a young 
Swede, paying their lives for their 
ignorance or their disregard of native 
customs and objects of reverence Their 
companion, John Henley, of Baltimore, 
escaped by Bight and carried the tale of 
the tragedy to the seaport. He and the 
Swede, he stated, had been employed by 
Vance, uaid the three had been prospect- 
ing along Shorty creek, with so poor suc- 
cess that they determined to 'abandon 
their claims and return to the coast. En 
route seaward they camped one night 
about three weeks ago a short way north 
of the Chilcat village of Klukwan, where 
Vance and Eriesen came across a large 
totem pole at the tribal burying ground, 
and in the spirit of idleness and pure 
thoughtlessness proceeded to carve their 
names ui>on it. 

They had got no further than the 
initials when they were surrounded by 
a party of indignant Si washes, who with 
cries of rage opened lire upon them with 
riiles, for the — to them — saereligious de- 
facement of the totem. Henley, who 
had been cooking supper at the adjacent 
camp, was attracted to the scene by the 
noise of the firing, and seeing his com- 
panions dead, took to his heels, lest he 
fared a similar fate. His story so im- 
pressed the authorities at Dyea that a 
party was immediately organized, and 
when the Cottage City sailed, had started 
for the scene under Heuley's guidance, 
with the object of arresting all members 
of the tribe. 

As to the progress of events in the far 
North, the new arrivals have nothing 
especially interesting to report. The 
settlement of Circle City was visited by 
a destructive lire late in February, by 
which the store of the Alaska Commer- 
cial Co. was destroyed, together with u 
portion of its contents, a loss of $17,000. 

Scurvy is playing havoc with the 
health of all the settlements, from Ren- 
net t to Dawson; and Commissioner 
Ogilvie is adopting common-sense precau- 
tions to prevent any epidemic of disease 
on the breaking up of the season, the 
citizens of Dawson being required to 
convey all their refuse and garbage lo 
the middle of tin? river ice, so that it will 
go down stream and be harmlessly dis- 
tributed when the warm weather arrives. 
There lias been considerable sickness at 
Dawson during recent months, and 
scurvy cases are also met with all along 
the trail, one particular unfortunate 
being picked up in mid-March near the 
mouth of the I'elly river, so weak that 
he was crawling on hands and knees, 
still linn in his determination to reach the 
police post He was carried there by 
kindly hands and is now receiving the 
very best of attention; his recovery is, 
however, extremely doubtful. Accord- 
ing to one of the Dawson papers, "an 
expedition which is to explore mi entirely 
new section of tin- gold fields loft Daw- 
son the first week in .March. It is com- 
posed of .1. O. Jackson, of Seattle, n son- 
in-law of Capt. John J. Healy, of tin? 
North American Trading & Transporta- 
tion Company, .Martin Gorman ami 
Richard Emmonds. They will explore 
the headwaters of the White, Tauami, 
Copper and Kuskokwin rivers, finally re- 
turning to the i'ukon by way of* the 
T.tnaua. Not less than 1,100 miles will 
be covered on snowshoes. The trip will 
occupy five months. The party is ac- 
companied by a band of Indian hunters, 
ami will supply their larder witli guns 
alter tile two months' supplies taken 
along are exhausted. The secret of 
the expedition is the location of some 
enormous ledges of rich copper which 
the North American Transportation & 
I radmg Company have learned o( 
through the Indians. They will also 
look into the possibilities of agriculture 
m the unknown country." 

Of the late stampedes the most pre- 
tentious was to Nine-Mile creek, early 
last month, where some fairly promising 
ground is reported to have been discov- 
ered.

A verdict of not guilty was yesterday 
returned in the case of William H. Pen- 
nock, charged with the theft of a diamond 
ring valued at $00 from It. W. Stoddart. 
It took the jury but 10 minutes after 
Iicjuiug the evidence for both sides, the 
addresses of counsel and the judge's 
charge, to arrive at this decision. The 
case opened yesterday with W. II. Pen* 
ttock, the accused, in the box. He 
swore that he bought the diamond from 
Fred. Stoddart for 950, Fred, telling 
him that it had been put up in a saloon 
and that if he sold it he had a chance 
to make a few dollars. He cancelled u 
debt of $13 which Fred, owed him; gave 
him £12 in cash, and was to pay him $25 
later. It was this $25 that Fred, asked 
him for at Dr. Hall's ollice. On pre- 
vious occasions when lie bad purchased 
goods from young Stoddart he had made 
enquiries and found that it was all right, 
and having confidence in Fred, he 
thought this transaction was nil right. 
He had the diamond when Mr. Stoddart 
told him of the loss of the ring, but did 
not connect the two. 

The addresses of counsel und the 
charge of the judge were brief. 

This morning the grand jury will make 
their presentment, and the Nunn perjury 
case, adjourned from yesterday on ac- 
count of the illness of the defendant, 
and Hie case of the Indian Sonyer, 
charged with attempting murder, will be 
called. The case of Ah Chill, charged 
with cutting and wounding William 
Rusnell in a gambling house, will come 
up at the end of tile assize, the crown 
not yet having been able to secure their 
material witnesses. 

The Sonyer case is not likely to last 
long, tin' only witnesses being Mr. Jones, 
who was cut with an axe. the police offi- 
cers to whom Sonyer made a statement, 
and the prisoner himself. The attempt 
ilt murder was made at Hall's Crossing, 
on the l'l, & N. railway, According to 
Mr. Jones' story, he was picking .1 grouse 
in the woodshed, and bearing a noise in 
the store, went in. The next tiling be 
knew was when lie found himself lying 
on fhe kitchen floor in a pool of blood. 
Sonyer says he and Jouos had an argu- 
ment over change, and Jones attacking 
him with an axe, he struck him in self- 
defence and then took the contents of 
the till. 

There was nobody around tit the time 
but two tramps who had been in the 
vicinity were arrested on suspicion but 
discharged. The mystery might never 
have been solved had not Sonyer, who 
wns never known to work, come to the 
city and spent about $50 in finery for n 
woman. Some time after he was ar- 
rested he told the story as above. The 
case was tried at Nnnaiino at the fall 
assizes and Sonyer was found guilty, 
hut was granted a new trial by the min- 
ister of justice. 

At the request of Messrs. Ilelmcken 
and Rotts, for the defence, the venue 
m ils changed to Victoria. 



A PROGRESSIVE RAILWAY. 

Tribute to the Great Canadian Line 
from au American Source. 

From the Seattle Font-lBtc-lllgi-nccr. 

Canadian Pacific railway activities In 
tlio country west of fort Arthur, as ,ui- 
uouueed In yesterday's paper, are, in one 
respect, of almost equal Importance* with 
the nctlvltles of the American roads of 
the Northwest. Under IV generous sup- 
port of the Dominion government tills mid 
has been able to accomplish many pioneer 
efforts which have served us a stimulus lu 
the roads on this side of the border, and 
will continue to bo net while the several 
Northwestern lines remain In the present 
competitive ruiat ! iiii3iiip. 

It was the Canadian Pacific which start- 
ed the first line of steamships to the Orient 
mid thereby prompted the several Hues 
which have been sent out from Paget 
Sound subsequently. The Canadian Pacific 
has been a constant cheek upon pooling and 
heavy overland charges of the American 
roads; and It stands at present as a valu- 
able, though unwelcome, regulator upon 
American traffic affairs. Whatever im- 
provement and extensions of service It 
may see lit to make will react to the bene- 
fit to the country through which its .rivals 
pass. 

The fact that the earnings of the road 

ntrlliiite nothing directly to the peo- 
ple of the Dulled States, and that the 
main objects of the road are to pro- 
mote? the Interests of Canada In contradis- 
tinction to those of the United States, does 
not lessen the Importance of the road's 

Derations from nn American point of view, 
Eventually Itrltlsh Columbia will uu'onl one 
of the largest tields open to the trade of 
the Northwestern states; the railroad's ef- 
forts, therefore, to develop the British 
Columbia state will be for the Rood of 
Seattle and Its vicinity. 

Mines In Itrltlsh Columbia promise to be 
even more fruitful In the part than the 
Kooteuay or the Atlln district. If the 
promise Is fulfilled, a splendid expanse 
"t trade territory will exlsl north of the 
forty-ninth parallel for American Jobbers, 
and every additional spur to the Canadian 
Pacific into the territory will facilitate the 
jobbers' attempts io secure patronage. 
Lovnlty on this side of (be boundary Hen 
with und should lie with the Great North- 
ern. Northern Pacific anil such other lines 
as may penetrate this section of the Cnlt- 
id States, and every possible and reason- 
able co-opera Hon should be extended to 
I hose roads, but the progresslvei.ess of the 
Canadian Paelne Is » factor in Xurtliwest- 
i-ru cYOiutlcD which it wl'l pay the North- 
west to encourage.
